Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 24-41 and 66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 24 recites the limitation "wherein the at least one conditioner" in line 1 . 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The examiner 
suggests that claim 24 should be amended to depend from claim 23 to provide proper 
antecedent basis. Appropriate correction and/or clarification is required. 

5. Instant claim 66 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, for 
containing the phrase "composition according to claim 65". Specifically, the examiner 
notes that instant claim 65 should be amended to recite "method according to claim 65". 
Appropriate correction and/or clarification is required. 
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6. Instant claims 25-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, for 
being dependent from a claim with the above addressed 1 12 problem (i.e. claim 24). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for ail 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Dubief et al, FR 2,795,953. 
Dubief et al, FR 2,795,953, discloses a cosmetic composition comprising lauryl ether 
sulfate with 2.2 moles of ethylene oxide, cocoylbetaine, inulin, hydroxyethyl cellulose, 
polydimethylsiloxane, xanthan gum, and adjunct ingredients (See Example 1). It is 
further taught by Dubief et al that the composition may also contain vitamins (see page 
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35, lines 24-30), and that the composition is used in a method for treating hair (see 
abstract), per the requirements of the instant invention. Also note Examples 2-4. 
Absent a full translation, instant claims 1-66 are anticipated by Dubief et al, FR 
2,795,953. 

In the alternative that the above disclosure is insufficient to anticipate the above 
listed claims, it would have nonetheless been obvious to the skilled artisan to produce 
the claimed composition, as the reference teaches each of the claimed ingredients 
within the claimed proportions. 

10. The examiner notes that the references cited in the International Search Report 
as "X" references are cumulative to the art rejections of record, and thus, have not been 
applied in this Office action in accordance with MPEP 706.02. 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
